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NATS CONFERENCE 


This fall the Pennsylvania Chapter of the 
National Association of Teachers of Singing (NATS) 
will hold its annual State Conference and Student 
Auditions for the first time on the campus of MU. 
On November 6 voice teachers and their students 
(ranging in age from high school through adult) 
from all over the state will convene at the Buder 
Music Center for a full day of auditioning, judging 
and learning. These gatherings offer students of 
member teachers of NATS: (1) stimulation toward 
the achievement of vocal and musical growth; (2) 
encouragement toward the preparation of appropri¬ 
ate repertoire; (3) opportunity to sing for qualified, 
impartial judges and receive thoughtful, con¬ 
structive criticism; and (4) recognition of 
outstanding musical talent and vocal achieve¬ 
ment. 

Mansfield voice professors Dr. Youngsuk 
Kim and Ms. Jean-Anne Teal will be hosting this 
event in conjunction with NATS Chairperson, Dr. 
Suzanne Roy, from Penn State University. Registra¬ 
tion will begin at 8:30 a.m. to the tune of doughnuts 
and coffee, with the actual singing beginning at 
9:30. Included mid-way through the day is a joint 
performance by the MU Concert Choir and the 
Mansfieldians. Immediately following, at 1:45 p.m. is 


the announcement of finalists from the morning 
session, with final auditions beginning at 2 p.m. 
in Steadman Theatre. At about 5 p.m. finalists 
will be announced and modest cash prizes 
distributed. All afternoon events are open to the 
general public. 








Dr. Michael Galloway has 
announced a busy year for the MU 
Jazz Ensemble. In addition to its 
concert on November 5, the band 
will tour over Christmas break from 
January 12-14. The springjazz 
Festival will be on Saturday, March 
5 featuring the Jiggs Whigham 
Quartet. And look for our jazzers at 
the PMEA Convention in Hershey 
next April 21-23. The Jazz En¬ 
semble was picked from over 170 
applicants and invited to perform 
on the convention’s “jazz night.” In 
response to this honor, Dr. Gallo¬ 
way has commissioned Mansfield’s 
Grammy-nominated alum, Neil 
Slater, to write a piece that will be 
premiered at that performance. 

The Combined Choirs 
Concert on November 14 will 
feature a performance of the 
Durufle Requiem with Dr. Kent 
Hill, organist. This large choral 
work will include both the Concert 
Choir and Festival Chorus under 
the direction of Dr. Peggy Dettwiler. 
The MU Concert Choir has been 
chosen from a large pool of nation¬ 
wide applicants to perform at the 
MENC National Convention next 
April in Cincinnati. The Choral 
Adjudication Festival is scheduled 
for March 24-25, 1994. Contact Dr.

The MU Concert Wind 
Ensemble under the direction of 
Mr. David Borsheim will tour west- 
central Pennsylvania on November 
17-19, with its home concert perfor¬ 
mance set for Sunday, November 
21. Featured works include John 
Zdechlik’s newest piece, Celebra¬ 
tions, and two new arrangements 


for band by Mr. Borsheim of Con¬ 
certo for Oboe by Albinoni and 
Tcherepnin’s Expressions. After 
participating in last spring’s CWE 
Reunion, Gordon Van Wormer ‘59 
was inspired to take up the pen. He 
composed a new piece for the 
Concert Wind Ensemble, Fanfare 
and Chant, which will receive its 
premiere performance on Novem¬ 
ber 21. 

Last April 4, 152 former 
members of the Concert Wind 
Ensemble gathered to pay tribute to 
and again play under the direction 
of Bertram Francis and Donald 
Stanley. The 40th anniversary 
reunion ensemble was no longer a 
wind ensemble, in the sense of what 
Bert had in mind in 1953, but it 
played like a very, very large wind 
ensemble.

Of course, there were some tears of 
nostalgia, yes, there were former 
wind ensemble members dating all 
the way back to the founding year, 
but the salient characteristic of this 
grand reunion band was that it 
sounded exceptionally good. 
Rehearsals with Bert and Don were 
intense, good music was happening 
from the first downbeat, yet in no 
time in their lives have all these 
musicians ever played together 
before, and it is hardly possible that 
they will all be able to come back 
for the next CWE reunion. They 
were here because they have shared 
a common bond over 40 years, a 
bond of love for music and for their 
directors Bert and Don.

MUSIC EDUCATION 
NEWS 

On October 2, Professor Robert 
Amchin and the Collegiate MENC chapter 
at MU sponsored the founding meeting of 
the Twin Tier Orff-Schulwerk Association. 
Professional music educators from New 
York State and PA, MU undergraduate and 
graduate music education, and music 
therapy majors held an organizational 
meeting in Steadman Theatre. Mr. Robert 
Amchin, David Knauss (Williamsport 
Schools), and Ruth Bruning (Elmira 
Schools) shared their ideas on multicultural 
music, folk dance and teaching techniques. 
The meeting culminated with the founding 
of the Orff chapter, an affiliate of the 
National Orff-Schulwerk Association. Orff- 
Schulwerk is an approach to music education 
that encourages creative active learning through 
singing, movement, exploration, and instru¬ 
ment play. The chapter plans to hold three 
meetings during the academic year, inviting 
local ajid national music educators to share 
with local music educators. 

Mr. Amchin presented the workshop 
Percussion Techniques in the General 
Music Classroom for the Greater Cincin¬ 
nati Orff-Schulwerk Association on Septem¬ 
ber 18 to more than 75 music educators. On 
October 23, he will be the clinician for a 
NYSSMA-regional workshop for music 
educators in the Batavia/Oakfield, NY area 
entitled “It’s Not Just Xylophones: An 
Introduction to Orff-Schulwerk.” He will 
also present two workshop sessions at the 
winter NYSSMA conference in Kiamesha, 
NY. His sessions will focus on Using 
children’s literature in the general music class¬ 
room, and Winter ideas for the music class. 

He has also been invited to present a 
session at this year’s National Orff- 


As we enter the 93-94 school term, it is 
appropriate to reflect on the accomplishments of 
last spring and summer, and to anticipate the activi¬ 
ties of the current year. 

Among the top priorities of the Music 
Department this year are the recruitment of music 
majors. Our band/orchestra/choral/jazz adjudica¬ 
tion festivals brought about 40 young groups to 
Mansfield. With the addition of 70 new music 
students this fall, our enrollment is 170. Last sum¬ 
mer the High School and Youth Camps attracted 
nearly 200 talented young musicians ages 8-18. 

Performance continues to be a key ingredi¬ 
ent to our success. The Concert Choir toured last 
spring and performed by invitation at the PMEA 
Convention in Wilkes-Barre. The Jazz Ensemble took 
four days out of last Christmas vacation and toured 
from Wellsboro to Wilmington, and it is preparing to 
play several “gigs” this fall. The Concert Wind 
Ensemble is preparing to tour west-central PA in 
November. The Mansfield Symphony has two 
exciting concerts planned and all performing en¬ 
sembles will have formal concerts here on campus. 
There are also many small ensembles getting ready 
to play that involve our students in chamber music. 
Round this all off with guest performers and solo 
recitals and it is easy to see that we have a very busy 
year. 

Finally, I wish to express my gratitude on 
behalf of the Music Department to those who have 
shared with us in getting the Cadenza into your 
hands. Departments promoting their own programs 
must seek private financial support in order to 
advertise. Donations to the Mansfield University 
Foundation on behalf of the Music Department are 
gratefully accepted and wisely used. We hope that 
more of you will find it in your hearts to send a 
donation to help promote music at Mansfield. It is 
with pride that we recognize the following alumni, 
friends, and organizations who have helped us:
